I 
Former Vice President Levi P. Mor- 
ton recently observe I his ninety-first 
birthday anniversary. He has attain- 
ed the greatest age of any among those 
who have served in the Vice Presiden- 
cy, a position of distinction snd longe- 
vity as well. John Adsms. first of Vic* 
Presidents, lived to l.e ninety. Thomas 
Jefferson wss eightythree when he 
died. Hannibal Hamlin was eighty-one 
and Aaron Burr had passed the four 
score mile|>ost when he died. The 
average terms of life for all Vice 
President* who have died is sixty-nine 
years six months.
